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Jail decision delayed

The Hickman County Fiscal Court 
did not make a decision Monday night 
on whether or not to close Hickman 
County Detention Center, as previously 
expected, but approved a maximum 
salary schedule that accounts for the 
possibility of a future jail closure. 

More than 100 concerned residents 
filled the upstairs courtroom of the 
Hickman County Courthouse to 
capacity to witness the meeting. 


After taking care of some routine 
agenda items, Judge Executive Greg 
Pruitt informed those present that 
while he and the fiscal court thought 
that they would have to come to a 
decision about whether or not to close 
the jail before the first Monday in 
May, they have recently discovered 
another option that gives them more 
time to consider the options. 

The fiscal court approved their 
maximum salary schedule with an 
adjustable salary for the office of 


Hickman County Jailer. The salary for 
jailer is set at $25,000 per year for a 
jailer/transportation officer or more 
than $60,000 if the position is full¬ 
time with a full service jail. 

The decision allows the fiscal court 
to take more time to examine the 
numbers to determine whether or not 
the county will be able to afford to 
keep the jail up for one more year. 
Judge Pruitt estimates that the jail will 
require $696,000 out of the county’s 
general fund during the next fiscal 


year if it remains open. 

Judge Pruitt also outlined two other 
options for the future of the jail and 
emergency dispatch, which currently 
runs out of the jail. 

One option allows for the jail to be 
closed and local emergency dispatch to 
continue to operate out of the building. 
This option is estimated to cost only 
$440,559, saving some money by not

No decision reached 
in water rate case 

Residents still urged 
to send letters

No official decision was reached at 
the public hearing held in Frankfort 
by the Public Service Commission of 
Kentucky last Wednesday on whether 
or not Utilities, Inc. will be granted 
another water rate increase for the 
City of Clinton. The Public Service 
Commission is requiring follow-up 
documents and is allowing the parties 
to prepare briefs. The deadline for the 
documents is May 16. 

Hickman County Attorney Sue 
Ellen Morris, City of Clinton Attorney 
Leanna Wilkerson, Judge Executive 
Greg Pruitt and City Administrator 
Allen Poole all attended the hearing 
on March 9. Morris and Wilkerson 
both questioned Water Service 
Witnesses during the session. 

“The Assistant Attorneys General 
will be representing Clinton from 
now on. The issue is so technical 
that it is just beyond us,” Sue Ellen 
told reporters at the Hickman County 
Gazette. Morris was pleased with the 
representation the city had received by 
the Attorney General thus far and was 
impressed that they actually requested 
a decrease in rates in substitute for the 
increase that Utilities, Inc. was asking 
for. Utilities, Inc controls water 
services in Clinton and Middlesboro. 
No one was present at the hearing to 
represent Middlesboro on Wednesday. 

Both Morris and Wilkerson 


continue to urge the residents of 
Clinton to submit letters to the 
Public Commission’s Office to share 
opinions on the proposed water rate. 
The letters and emails will be included 
in the documents that will be used in 
support of the case no. 2013-00237. 

Local Attorney Mary Potter has 
been voicing her opinion on the 
water rate increase for years now. 
She submitted a letter on April 7, 
2014 to the Kentucky Public Service 
Commission that stated: 

“Please carefully consider the 
application for increase by Water 
Services Corporation of Kentucky 
then-reject it completely and fully. 

“The Corporation has offered no 
satisfactory explanation why it is 
entitled to a 10.87% increase. The 
Corporation has come before this 
Commission every two years for the 
past six years. This filing follows 
the previous filings in its reasoning, 
boiling down to simply ‘Because we 
want it’. 

“The undersigned is fully cognizant 
that this Commission cannot consider 
customer need and hardship when 
determining rate increases. However, 
it must be pointed out that, in 
light of the past winter, which this 
Commission’s website described as 
“brutal” customers in this City with 
its high percentage of elderly, poor

Senior Center offers new services

When people think of a senior 
citizen center they generally picture an 
adult day care for elderly people and 
nothing else. At the Hickman County 
Senior Citizens’ Center, Director 
Wendy Stairs and her staff are striving 
to prove that it has much more to offer 
than people know of. Stairs took over 
as director of the Center in October 
2013. Since then she has made it her 
personal goal to bring life back into 
the Center. 

Activities that take place at the 
Center are partially funded through 
state and federal grants. Stairs couldn’t 
stress enough the importance of 
community support and involvement 
with the Center. 

“The future of this place depends on 
the people of this county.” The Senior 
Citizens’ Center currently has five to 
10 “regulars” who attend daily. Stairs’ 
goal is to get that number to between 
20 and 25 a day. 

“We have new programs going 
on and things that people don’t even 
know about. We want to know what 
people want from us so we can keep 
this place providing for our senior

citizens,” stated Stairs. 

The senior center offers a wide 
variety of programs including a home 
care meal delivery. The meal delivery 
program is for anyone that is in need 
of food and qualifies for the free lunch. 
Melissa Mason of Clinton delivers the 
warm meals to the residents in need. 

Health Promotions also take place at 
the senior center. Stairs explained the 
program to be for anyone age 60 and 
up to come into the center and utilize 
the exercise equipment as well as get 
to hear guest speakers speak about 
health education or nutrition topics. 
Anyone interested in speaking to the

Marathoners 
gather to run 
in Columbus 


A beautiful sunny day 
welcomed many runners 
from across the country to 
Columbus-Belmont State Park 
on Saturday, April 12. The 
Riverboat Series is five days 
of running events in the five 
states of Kentucky, Tennessee, 
Arkansas, Mississippi and 
Louisiana. They already have 
their scheduled made out to 
return April 15, 2015 because 
of the warm welcome received 
at Columbus-Belmont State 
Park. 

This five-days series, initiated 
by Mainly Marathons in 2013, 
are very popular with runners 
trying to do either a marathon 
or half-marathon in each of 
the 50 states. As a result, 
participants will be coming 
from all over the country, and 
even a few foreign countries, 
to run in these events. License 
plates on cars in the parking lot 
at Columbus represented about 
100 registered participants, 
from Nevada, Alaska, New 
Jersey, Texas, New Mexico, 
Wisconsin, Utah, among other 
places. 

Runners may do one or more 
days of marathons (26.2 miles) 
or half-marathons (13.1 miles), 
with many doing more than 
one day and a few brave souls 
attempting all of the grueling 5 
days. One gentlemen from Salt 
Lake City, Utah ran the trails 
and redoubts on his carbon 
fiber running blade. 

These races also attract “high 
quantity” marathoners, called 
mega-marathoners, who are 
out to run as many marathoners 
as possible. Signed up for 
the Riverboat Series is Henry 
Rueden of Wisconsin, who has 
a lifetime total 942 marathons. 
Also Jim Simpson of CA and 
Larry Macon of TX, both 
have done more than 1200 
marathons and are the top two 
quantity marathoners in North 
America. Larry Macon is the 
multi-Guinness world record 
holder for most marathons in a

year with 255 for 2013. 

The majority of these runners 
are not fast super-athletes, and 
they also cater to the slower 
runners. They give awards for 
first place, but to the person 
that came in for last place, first 
marathon, first half-marathon, 
big running accomplishments 
like reaching 100 marathons 
or halves. Mainly Marathons 
do not put time limits on the 
events like many of the big 
marathons and are a great 
place for first-timers to come 
and attempt their distance. 
The races are also different 
because they provide plenty of 
food during and after the race. 
Slower runners are out on the 
course for a long time and need 
to eat during a marathon. 

Mainly Marathons 

(mainlymarathons.com) is a 
small, family-run business 
putting on series of races 
around the country, trying to 
make marathoning enjoyable, 
or at least as fun as it can be. 
Started by Clint Burleson in 
2012, who is the race director, 
and assisted by his wife Hanne 
in charge of food and first-aid. 
Vicki Williamson, Clint’s sister, 
is the official timer. They will 
be doing five 5-state series in 
2014 along with a couple of 
other multi-day events.

Price to conduct workshop 
on writing, marketing history

& Genealogical Society’s 
new building at 107 South 
Washington Street. He will 
also present a dramatic skit 
later that day at the Young 
Center. 


W riting, Publishing

Under the Kentucky 
Humanities Speakers Bureau 
banner the presentation is 
entitled “A Kentuckian’s Long 


Hard Road to Publication—and 
the Harder Road Beyond.” 
Kentucky author Eddie Price 
fulfilled a lifelong dream 
when his historical fiction 
novel, Widder’s Landing , was 
published in September 2012.

The Great Kentucky 
Revival of 1801 Workshop 

Before the great earthquake 
of 1812, there was the great 
religious upheaval in Kentucky 
called the “The Great Revival” 
of 1804. Experts point to this 
event as one of the top five 
crossroads in Kentucky history. 

At Cane Ridge, Kentucky on 
August 1, 1801, an estimated 
20,000 Kentuckians gathered 
for the Great Revival. Their 
spirit became the great 
awakening of the newly 
formation of Kentucky in 
1792. The revival set in motion 
a religious tidal wave through 
the frontier. 

This program consists of 
a 20-minute dramatic skit 
followed by a PowerPoint slide 
show and lecture—and a hymn 
from the very early 1800’s.

operating the jail. 

Another option, referred 
to as the last resort, involves 
closing the jail and outsourcing 
dispatch to another county or 
the Kentucky State Police. 

Several of the citizens 
present took the opportunity 
to address the fiscal court with 
their concerns. Most seemed 
understanding about the 
possible necessity to close the 


jail, but were very opposed to 
the thought of taking dispatch 
out of the county. 

Some mentioned that 
operating the county 
government is like a business, 
and that if the jail is losing 
money then it must be closed. 
Judge Pruitt reminded those of 
a strict business mindset that 
while the county government 
is like a business in that it can

senior citizens can contact 
Stairs to schedule a date. 

Health screening is offered 
at the Center to assure that 
the senior citizens are being 
well taken care of and that the 
Center is providing necessary 
services to benefit its seniors. 
Screenings include checking 
for hearing loss and blood 
pressure. Check-ups take place 
monthly and the tests given 
vary from time to time. 

One of the most popular 
services that the Center offers 
is its well-known In House 
Meal Program. 

“Anyone 60 years old and 
up have a suggested donation 
of $3.00 per meal. For guest 
under 60 years of age there is 
a suggested lunch donation fee 
of $5.18. The meals are here at 
the Center on Mondays through 
Fridays starting at 11 a.m. We 
really want the community to 
get involved and take advantage 
of this program. Anyone can 
come by and eat. We want them 
to!” Stairs exclaimed. 

The Center offers a 
transportation program that is 
very beneficial to the seniors. 
It is for anyone 60 years old 
and up who need a ride to 
the doctor, to the center, or 
wherever else needed. Seniors 
can call the Center at 270-653- 
4314 and make arrangements 
with the transit. These services 
are also provided Monday 
through Friday. 

The building can be rented 
for birthday parties, baby 
showers, political events or 
any other event for a small fee 
of $50 with a refundable $25 
deposit fee if the building is 
cleaned and the key is returned. 


Zumba is offered on Tuesdays 
4:30 p.m. until 6 p.m. for a 
small fee of $10. 

“I want this community to 
utilize not only the programs 
but the social aspects too. We 
are open to any suggestions on 
what we can do to improve our 
services and get people involved 
in what we are doing here,” 
Stairs commented. “There is a 
need in our community for the 
services we offer here. We just 
want everyone to know that 
they are here.” 

With all the hard work 
Stairs and her six part-time 
staff members are putting into 
promoting the Center they 
are still faced with the fact 
that if people don’t become 
more involved and donations 
continue to drop, the future of 
the center could be in jeopardy. 

“Our funding comes mainly 
from local donations. No 
donation is too small. The 
money is not only used to 
provide for our seniors but 
goes towards our building and 
supplies as well,” Stairs said. 

The Center will sell funnel 
cakes at the annual Chicken 
Festival on April 26 and Stairs 
hopes to see the community 
come out and show its support. 
To make a donation to the 
Senior Citizens’ Center or to 
ask any questions about the 
services offered, contact Stairs

While the passing of the 
maximum salary schedule with 
the variable jailer’s salary buys 
the fiscal court more time to 
make a decision about the jail 
and the 17 jobs involved, the 


magistrates must still make 
a decision as to at least the 
immediate future of the jail 
before their June meeting, 
when they will have to pass 
their budget for the next fiscal 
year. 

The next meeting of the fiscal 
court will be on Monday, May 
5 at 6:30 p.m.

and disabled, can ill afford an 
increase. More than one of my 
clients have a water bill that 
is equal to or exceeds their 
heating and cooling bills. 

“The Corporation is 
requesting additions to its tariff 
for “infrastructure replacement 
costs.” The public notice failed 
to specify what the tariff would 
be. Clinton has experienced 
negative growth over the past 
several years. In part, that can 
be laid at the feet of the rates 
that a new business would be 
charged to tap onto the present 
system. The Corporation’s 
policies and charges are an 


economic disincentive for new 
businesses and new residents.”

Problems with 
no credit score? 


Dear Dave, 

I’m 20 years old, and I’m 
trying to get out of debt. How¬ 
ever, I’m concerned about what 
might happen when I’m older 
and don’t have a credit score. 
My girlfriend says I won’t 
be able to get a job or rent an 
apartment without a good one. 
Is this true? 

Ian 

Dear Ian, 

No, it’s not true. I’m sure 
your girlfriend is a sweet per¬ 
son, but she has no clue what 
she’s talking about in this situ¬ 
ation. 

In either case you can simply 
explain that reason you don’t 
have a credit score is because 
you have no debt. Since you 
don’t have any debt, you have 
something known as money. 
That makes you very stable, 
and it makes you a fantastic 
candidate as an employee or 
tenant. 

Listen to me, Ian. I’m a land¬ 
lord, and if I had my choice 
between a tenant with no debt 
and no credit score and some¬ 
one with a high credit score but 


lots of debt, I’d take the one 
who has no debt in a heartbeat. 
Why? Because that’s the one 
who is most likely to pay. 

Besides, you already have a 
good credit history if you’ve 
paid your bills on time. Show 
them proof of that, if necessary. 
But taking on a pile of debt to 
have a high credit score or in¬ 
crease your current score is just 
plain stupid!

No CDs for kids 


Dear Dave, 

Would it be a good idea to 
open CD accounts for my two 
small children?

Dear Abe, 

No. A CD is a Certificate of 
Deposit. Basically, they’re not 
much more than savings ac¬ 
counts which carry early with¬ 
drawal penalties. They earn 
about the same as a regular 
savings account, too, which at 
the moment is next to nothing. 
There’s no reason to open them 
for your kids. 

Now, is it a good idea to save 
money on behalf of your chil¬ 
dren? Of course, it is. But if the 


idea is simply to teach and help 
them save money, I’d recom¬ 
mend simple savings accounts. 
If you’re talking about wanting 
to save money for them—like 
for a college fund—I’d suggest 
an Educational Savings Ac¬ 
count (ESA) with good, growth 
stock mutual funds inside. 

Even if you want to put aside 
college savings, I’d urge you to 
go ahead and open regular sav¬ 
ings accounts for each of them. 
We did that for our kids, and I 
can tell you from experience, 
you’ll find tons of teachable 
moments about saving, giving 
and life in general!

Would you like to know if 
the streams in your area are 
safe for fishing, swimming, and 
boating? Now is your chance! 
The Four Rivers Watershed 
Watch Project is seeking 
individuals interested in helping 
with stream quality surveys 
on streams, rivers, and lakes 
in your region. Four Rivers 
Watershed Watch encourages all 
individuals to know about their 
waterways, since the condition 
of our streams and rivers is 
an indicator of the health of 
our water and communities. 
This project provides citizens 
with the training necessary 
to scientifically explore and 
provide a snapshot of their own 
stream quality. 

This dynamic and worthwhile 
program is beginning its 
twelfth year of promoting and 
educating good water quality 
management to communities in 
the Four Rivers Region, in the 
following counties: 

Kentucky Counties: Ballard, 
Caldwell, Calloway, Carlisle, 
Christian, Crittenden, Fulton, 
Graves, Hickman, Livingston, 
Logan, Lyon, Marshall,

Montgomery and Robertson 

The data collected in this 
study will be used to help 
develop plans to enhance the 
streams for fishing, swimming, 
wildlife habitat and drinking 
water supply. “The idea is to 
get people out into the real 
world to see first-hand the 
condition of their streams 
and lakes,” said Mike Kemp, 
Murray State University, who 
is Science Advisor to the 
project. “Delivering science 
to the people and people to 
the water’s edge is what this 
project does best,” Kemp said. 

Volunteers for the project 
will be asked to attend two 
free training workshops. No 
previous skills are required 
to participate in the program. 
Participants will be trained 
in conducting biological and 
chemical tests on water quality 
and will help in collecting 


samples for laboratory analysis. 
“As a trainer, the most fun 
part of the training is showing 
folks the organisms living in 
their streams,” said Bobby 
Lee of the West Kentucky 
Community and Technical 
College Biology Department. 
“Volunteers determine their 
level of participation in 
Watershed Watch - the labs and 
coordinators do much of the 
work, but it is the volunteers 
that are necessary to sample a 
wide range of streams in our 
area. Without them, we have no 
program.”

Four Rivers Watershed 
Watch Project 

Training includes two 
sessions, Phase I and Phase 
II. Phase I training sessions 
will include an introduction 
to the program, grab sampling 
techniques, and water 
chemistry techniques. Phase II 
training sessions will focus on 
how to conduct biology and 
habitat assessments. Volunteers 
are asked to attend one Phase 
I session, and one Phase II 
session. The following training 
sessions have been scheduled 
for those individuals interested 
in participating in water 
sampling:

event in May, an E .coli 
sampling event in July, and 
a nutrient sampling event in 
September. The results will 
be turned back over to the 
volunteers and discussed at the 
Four Rivers Watershed Watch 
Annual Meeting and Workshop 
in November. Federal, state, 
and local agencies as well as 
the public will be invited to 
attend the conference to discuss 
the project’s findings with the 
volunteers.

Spring wild turkey season 
open through May 4 


Hunters could have the long 
winter to thank for what is 
shaping up to be a good start 
to Kentucky’s statewide spring 
wild turkey season, which 
opens Saturday, April 12, and 
runs through May 4. 

“The timing of the first peak 
in gobbling and our season 
opener should be pretty close 
this year because the long 
winter somewhat delayed the 
arrival of spring,” said Steven 
Dobey, wild turkey program 
coordinator for the Kentucky 
Department of Fish and 
Wildlife Resources. 

Often the peak gobbling 
period falls before the season 
opener, affording gobblers 
time to breed hens before they 
could potentially fall prey to 
a hunter. The late break in the 
weather this year sets up an 
ideal scenario across much 
of the state with breeding 
activity - and the gobbling that 
goes with it - approaching a 
crescendo. The birds haven’t 
been disturbed and should be 
more responsive to a hunter’s 
call. 

Last spring, Kentucky 
outpaced all surrounding 
states in the number of birds 
harvested per square mile. 
Hunters reported taking 32,498 
wild turkeys for an average of 
0.82 per square mile, placing 
Kentucky slightly ahead of 
neighboring Tennessee. 

“We’re having this great 
success while doing so in 
a pretty narrow window of 
opportunity,” Dobey said. “It 
reflects the large geographic 
area in which we have turkeys. 
People can go to almost any 
area in the state and have good 
success in the spring.” 

Approximately 90,000 

people hunt wild turkeys in 
Kentucky and each is allowed 
a limit of two bearded birds 
during the spring season. Any 
combination of male turkeys, 
or female turkeys with visible 
beards, may be included in the 
season limit. No more than one 
bird may be taken per day. 

Shooting hours are 30 
minutes before sunrise to 
30 minutes after sunset, but 
hunters can be in the field 
before or after shooting hours. 

The Green River Region, 
encompassing 25 counties in 
the south-central part of the 
state, traditionally produces the 
highest harvest totals. 

It accounted for 32 percent 
of all birds taken in 2013, 
with hunters in the Southeast 
Region coming in second 
with 24 percent of the annual 
spring harvest. This trend has 
continued this year as hunters 
in the Green River Region 
accounted for approximately 36 
percent of birds taken during 
the spring youth-only hunting 
weekend that ended this past 
Sunday. 

The region’s mix of forested 
land and agricultural fields 
makes it ideal for wild turkeys, 
Dobey said. 


“When you incorporate the 
agricultural component, that 
jumps it up to another level 
because there’s a whole other 
source of food out there that 
isn’t as readily available to 
turkeys in some other regions,” 
he said. 

Kentucky’s wild turkey flock 
numbered around 130,000 birds 
when restoration efforts ended 
in 1997 and the population is 
estimated to have grown to 
about 220,000 birds statewide. 

Spring harvest totals have 
exceeded 32,000 birds each 
year since a record 36,097 were 
taken in 2010. 

A spike in reproduction 
in 2008 is a driving factor 
behind the increased hunter 
success in recent seasons, but 
reproduction on the whole has 
been classified as moderate to 
poor for several years. 

Kentucky Fish and Wildlife 
is participating in an ongoing 
research study looking into 
declines in wild turkey 
reproduction in the southeastern 
United States. The study’s 
findings will guide management 
efforts across the region. 

“Most, if not all, southeastern 
states have observed declines 
in our summer brood surveys,” 
Dobey said. “It’s not unique 
to Kentucky. Rather, it’s a 
regional trend that all of us are 
curious about what could be 


causing this.” 

An uptick in reproduction 
was observed last year in 
Kentucky. The average number 
of young turkeys (poults) per 
hen in 2013 was 1.9, up from 
1.8 the year before. 

Still, wildlife managers will 
be monitoring Kentucky’s 
spring turkey season closely 
after seeing a decline in the 
fall harvest. The 2013-14 fall 
season take of 2,671 turkeys 
represented a 39 percent drop 
over the previous fall harvest. 

The fall turkey season can 
be somewhat tricky to analyze. 
Typically, about 70 percent of 
the birds are taken by shotgun 
and the shotgun season is 
comprised of two, seven-day 
periods that only include two 
weekends. Bad weather or even 
a major sporting event can keep 
hunters from going into the 
field. 

“It’s something we’ll watch,” 
said Karen Waldrop, wildlife 
division director for Kentucky 
Fish and Wildlife. “It’s not 
alarming. The weather during 
that time was not ideal. But we 
will keep an eye on the spring 
harvest, which is probably a 
better indicator because low 
success during the fall season 
could be attributable to hunter 
participation. Nobody misses 
spring season.”
